The  Story  of  the  Writing  of  the  Book  of  Mormon

A lonely  man  sits  with  head^l’things  which  are  upon  these  plates 


bowed  over  a stone  table.  In  the 
room  about  him  on  plates  of  gold 
and  brass  is  the  accumulated  wis- 
dom of  three  mighty  empires.  Em- 
pires that  have  risen  to  power  and 
luxury  and  wealth,  and  wisdom  and 
learning,  and  have  now  gone — 
each  of  them  in  a blaze  of  de- 
bauchery and  civil  war. 

How!  Oh  How!  thinks  Mor- 
mon, can  I WTite  so  that  future 
generations  will  not  make  the 
same  sad  mistakes  all  over  again? 

He  glances  around  the  large 
stone  room.  To  record  only  the 
distilled  essence  of  these  hundreds 
of  plates.  To  record  only  those 
things  which  have  real  significance. 
To  tell  a story  and  convey  a mes- 
sage and  do  it  well — this  is  the 
task  of  ancient  America’s  editor- 
in-chief.

unrepresentative  as  the  elections  were,  we  have  some  assur- 
ance that  they  were  conducted  in  a democratic,  efficient  way. 

We  are  sorry  that  we  cannot  say  the  *same  thing  about  the 
class  officer  elections  held  last  Tuesday.  Class  officers,  it 
seems,  were  elected  in  the  ten  minutes  intervening  between 
the  close  of  the  White  Key  assembly  and  the  beginning  of 
the  lunch  hour.  Moreover,  they  were  elected  in  a most  hap- 
hazard fashion,  by  a standing  vote  of  any  and  all  persons  who 
happened  to  be  in  the  room  in  which  the  elections  were  being 
held. 

School  elections  are,  we  were  taught  to  believe,  the  train- 
ing  grounds  for  effective  citizenship.  However,  we  find  that 
in  most  state  and  national  elections  care  is  taken  to  insure 
absolute  fairness  and  accuracy,  whereas  in  class  officer  elec- 
tions the  easiest  and  fastest  method  seems  to  have  been  em- 
ployed. 

Now  perhaps  nothing  untoward  happened  in  the  elec- 
tions that  were  conducted  Tuesday.  But  the  fact  remains  that 
such  slipshod,  unbusinesslike  conduct  of  class  elections  is  a 
blow  to  student  democracy  and  a “black  eye”  for  school  poli- 
tics. Standing  elections  remind  tts  of  mob  rule.  They  are 
breeding  grounds  for  little  political  intrigues.  Tflfe  speed  with 
which  they  are  conducted  usually  discourages  long  or  con- 
templative thought  about  candidates,  so  that  an  organized 
minority  can  usually  sway  a group.  Add  to  these  the  possi- 
bility for  inaccuracy  in  large  groups  and  you  have  a number 
of  good  reasons  for  the  discontinuance  of  this  “speedy”  meth- 
od of  selecting  class  officers. 

Let  us  hope  that  in  the  future  these  elections  will  be  taken 
more  seriously. 
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perspective  to  write  and  edit  and 
select  and  to  preserve  only  that 
which  “will  be  of  value”  is  the 
task  which  this  man  has  set  him- 
self.

His  head  droops  lower  over  the 
table.  A tired  and  worn  expres- 
sion— ^yes  a pained  expression 
crosses  his  face  as  he  writes. 

“And  now,  my  son,  I dwell  no 
longer  upon  this  horrible  scene. 
Behold,  thou  kinowest  the  wicked- 
ness of  this  people;  thou  know-, 
est  that  they  are  without  principle, 
and  i>ast  feeling;  and  their  wkked- 
ne.ss  doth  exceed  that  of  the  Lam- 
anites.  Behold,  my  son,  I cannot 
recommend  them  unto  God  lest  he 
.diould  smite  me.  But  behold,  my 
son,  I recommend  three  uato  God, 
and  I trust  in  Chris.t  that  thou  wilt 
ibe  saved;  and  I pray  unto  God 
that  he  will  spare  thy  life,  to 
witness  the  return  of  his  people 
I unto  him,  or  their  utter  destruction; 
for  I know  that  they  must  perish 
except  they  repent  and  return  unto 
him.  And  if  they  perish  it  will  be 
like  unto  the  Jaredites,  because  of 
the  wilfulness  of  their  hearts, 
seeking  for  blood  and  revenge.” 
He  again  glances  around  the  ar- 
chives room  in  the  Hill.  Hundreds 
of  years  have  gone  since  the  com- 
ing of  Christ  to  his  ancestors.  An 
even  greater  distance  separates  him 
from  Lehi,  >the  founder  of  his 
people. 

Over  in  one  corner  of  the  room 
he  sees  a group  of  large  plates. 
These,  he  kno\ys,  contain  a secular 
history  of  his  people,  their  laws, 
customs,  wars,  lists  of  public  of- 
ficials, kings,  magistrates,  judges. 
Out  of  these  he  has  distilled  the 
essence  and  has  recorded  only 
that  which  is  worthy  of  preserva- 
tion* The  work  of  the  great  mis- 
sionary sons  of  King  Mosiah.  The 
work  and  prophecies  of  Samuel, 
the  La'manite.  The  glorious  events 
-surrounding  the  greatest  event  in 
American  history — the  appearamce 
and  ministry  of  the  ressurected 
Christ  on  this  land, 

In  reminiscent  mood  he  writes 
of  his  anthology  to  his  son,  Mor- 
oni. “And  now,  I speak  some- 
what concerning  that  -vvihich  I have 
written;  for  after  I had  made  an 
abridgement  from  the  plates  of 
Nephi,  down  to  the  reign  of  this 
king  Benjamin,  of  whom  Amaleki 
spake,  I searched  among  the  re- 
cords which  had  been  delivered 
into  my  hands,  and  I found  these 
plates,  which  contained  this  small 
account  of  the  prophets  from 
Jacob  down  to  the  reigini  of  this 
king  Benjamin,  and  also  many  of 
the  words  of  Nephi.  And  the 


bat  the\  Lord  knoweth  all  things 
which  are  to  come;  wherefore,  he 
worketh  in  me  to  do  according  to 
his  will.” 

The  end  is  fast  approaching. 
Such  horror,  such  bloodshed  and 
destruction  cannot  last  much  long- 
er lest  the  entire  nations  be  de- 
stroyed.

ish  and  not  see  thee;  but  I trust 
that  I may  see  thee  soon;  for  I 
have  sacred  records  that  I would 
deliver  up  unto  thee.” 

I never  read  of  this  grand  old 
man,  Mormon,  of  his  years  of  un- 
stinting service  aind  the  burden  of 
the  sins  of  a w'hole  people  which 
he  carried,  for  that  was  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  mouthpiece  of 
God  on  earth,  without  thinking  of 
our  own  beloved  President  Heber 
J.  Grant  and  of  the  burden  he  too 
has  carried  as  the  mouthpiece  of 
God.  I can  think  of  no  greater 
tribute  I could  pay  to  President 
Grant  than  this  comparison  with 
Mormon. 

Among  these  hundreds  of  plates 
in  the  archives  there  now  sat  a 
man  younger  in  years  than  his 
father  Mormon,  but  rich  in  experi- 
ence with  human  beings.  He  too 
was  the  military  as  well  as  the 
spiritual  leader  of  his  people.  As 
he  sits  there  at  the  same  stone 
table  on  which  h-is  father  had  so 
laboriously  compiled  his  anthology, 
thinking  back  over  recent  events 
he  writes:  “Behold  I.  Moroni,  do 
finish  the  record  of  my  father. 
Mormon.  Behold,  I have  but  few 
things  to  write,  which  things  I 
have  been  commanded  by  my 
father.  And.  now  it  came  to  pass 
that  after  the  greait  and  tremend- 
ous battles  at  Cumorah,  behold  the 
Nephites  who  had  escaped  into 
the  country  southwrd  were  hunted 
by  the  Lamanites,  until  they  were 
all  destroyed.  And  my  father  al- 
so was  killed  by  them,  and  I even 
remain  alone  to  write  the  sad  tale 
of  the  destruction  of  my  people. 
But  behold,  they  are  gone,  amd  I 
fulfill  the  commandment  of  my 
father.  And  whether  they  will  slay 
me,  I know  not.  Therefore,  I will 
write  and  hide  up  the  records  in 
the  earth;  and  whither  I go  it  mat- 
tereth  not.  Behold,  My  father  hath 
made  this  record,  and  he  hath 
written  the  intent  thereof.  And 
behold  I would  write  it  also  if  I 
had  room  upon  the  plates,  but  I 


have  not;  and  ere  I have  none, 
for  I am  alone.  My  father  hath 
been  slain  in  battle,  and  all  my 
kinsfolk,  aInd  I have  not  friends 
nor  whither  to  go;  and  how  long 
the  Lord  will  suffer  that  I may 
live  I know  not. 

But  between  the  wars  and  the 
destruction,  the  battles  and  carn- 
age he  lived  and  found  time  “to 
give  an  accouinit  of  those  ancient 
inhabitants  who  were  destroyed  by 
the  hand  of  the  Lord  upon  the  face 
of  this  north  country.  And  I take 
mine  account  from  the  twenty  and 
four  plates  which  were  found  by 
the  people  of  Lindii,  which  is 
called  the  “Book  of  Ether.” 

This  is  the  story  of  the  com- 
pilation of  ah'  ancient  American 
anthology — ^the  Bopk  of  Mormon. 
The  account  is  not  fanciful  but  is 
based  on  Oliver  Cowdery’s  account 
of  the  delivery  of  the  plates  from 
which  the  anthology  was  translated 
back  into  the  hands  of  the  angel 
Moroni  and  on  the  writings  of 
Mormon  and  Moroni  as  found  in 
the  Book  of  Mormon  itself.
